Called Away Snddanly To-Dcy •* 


Hw HaflM~-6lMtob of

Dr. J. N. Bill* peered away in death 


at 1:50 o'clock thie morning at the family 
residence on Qanlt street in the 68th 
year of his age. The deoeaeed had been 
n failing health for eeveral years, and 
IBB experienced several very severe 
spells of illness, each attack more severe 
than the preceding oyo. He waa quite 
ick for a number of month* lait winter. 
Saturday last as was hie daily cuetom he 
was a visitor at the REPUBLICAN office 
when he appeared to be la hie uaual 
health. 
He convened with frienda, 


and after reading the paper departed. 
Sunday he was up town, but did not 
eave home on Monday. He awoke Mon, 
day morning at 8 o'clock, but instead of 
arising he told hie wife he wflttld not get 
up for an hour. He wa» not feeling so 
well and Mrs. Bills sent for the family 
physician, who observed indication*, ol 
another attack, growing out of dropsical 
trouble. Mrs. Bills remained with her 
husband all day and through the night 
She did not anticipate that death was 
near, and did not become alarmed until 
after one o'clock, when she summoned a 
neighbor. 
Death ensued in a short 


time, the end being peaceful and with 
out a struggle. 


Tho deceased has been an active and 


well-known citizen of Decatnr for many 
years. He was a self-made man and aur 
mounted difficulties which would have 
disheartened most men. He was born 
in Troy, Kenaselaer county, N. Y., Janu 
ary 5, 1830. His ancestors lived in Ver 
mont, and in that state his father, John 
A. Bills, was born and reared. John 
A. Bills came to Ramsey, 111., in 
1853, and died in 1857. Mrs. Bills, mothei 
of tho deceased, died in 1885. She had 
several brothers in the Revolutionary 
war. There were seven children in the 
family. Celestia died in California 
John N. Bills, Gardner Bills, of Woon 
socket, S. D., George Bills, a Chicago 
dentist; Sylinda Marcel In Bills, wh 
died at the age of three years; Otto, wh> 
died in childhood, and Charles Gleason 
Bills, who died eight years ago. 


At the age of 18 years Dr. Bills lef 


Troy, having acquired an education in 
the public school* and in the Polytechnic 
Institute. He went to California in 1816 
with his father. They traveled through 
Mexico, crossing that country on mnle 
back, reaching San Francisco on boar) 
ship. 
The old gentleman remained 


in the city and tho deceased went into 
the gold mines where he remained fo 
nearly three years. He was quite sue 
ceastul, sending home to his mothe 
$5,000, every dollar of which was saved 
by her. He came home by the Nicara 
gua route and by boat to New York 
where he arrived on hia 21st birthday 
He began the practice of dentistry in St 
Louis in 1852, and in IKS moved U 
Ramsey, wh?re he conducted a genera 
store until 1859. In that year he locate! 
at Decatur, opening a dental oflfee ant 
practicing his profession until 1865,«nee 
which year he has been out of active busi 
enss, except to look after bis property ant 
other affairs. He was the owner of eon 
siderablc property, including forty lots 
and residences in Decatur. He had no 
small amount of money out at interest 


Dr. Bills wae married May 25,183.% a 


Troy, N. Y., to Miaa ArVozina Fuller 
daughter of George Hulda Bruce Fuller 
To the couple were born one son, George 
Clarence Bills, who died at the age o 
six years, in 1800. Their adopted (laugh

During the war Dr. Bills was ap 


pointed Revenue Collector by Presiden 
Lincoln. He was an efficient and faith 
ful official. He was originally a Demo 
crat, then a member of the Know Noth 
ing party. Ho supported Bell in I860 
and since then has always been a Repub- 
lican. 
„ 


The death of Dr. Bills removes from 


the community a familiar figure. He 
was strict in all his dealings with men 
and was generous in many respects. He 
was a hard worker every day of his life, 
and being economical and careful in a] 
business transactions he amassed more 
than a oompetency. He was very much 
attached to his family, and during af 
his illness his faithful wife hap given him 
the best of loving cam and attention

WASHINGTON LETTKB.

WASHINGTON, June 18,1894. 


It would be difficult to say whether 


the sugar trust Democratic senators or 
the men who compose the sugar trust 
are the most frightened just now. The 
danger ahead of tho sugar schedule is 
no longer, thanks to a robust expression 
of public opinion by tho newspapers of 
the country, confined to the house. A 
movement is now ou foot to modify the 
sugar schedule before the formal vote is 
taken on it in the senate. If it were not 
for absolute pledges which Democratic 
senators have made there would be no 
doubt of the success o! the movement. 
Still the disgust of some of them is so 
marked that they may repudiate their 
pledges, preferring to offend tho sugar 
trust than to lose the respect of thous- 
ands of their constituents. 


If Mr. Sill, the man who gave the first 


information 
(for which he received 


several thousand dollars in cash) that 
the Carnegie companies were not prop- 
erly carrying out their contracts with 
the government for tho making of armor 
plate for war vessels, is not one of the 
greatest liars of the age the Carnegie 
companies, instead of being fined a few 
thousand dollars by Mr. Cleveland, 
should have been made to refund every 
dollar received for botched work and to 
have forfeited their contracts.

Illinois Central Railroad company is paid 
at the rate of 1 cent a mile for each man 
each way, and it's 220 miles to Pana, 410 
miles in all.

POSH ION OF THE MINERS. 


The Decatur striking mineis author- 


ize the publication of this statement of 
;he situation: 


To the Public • We, the coal miners of 


Decatur, wish to make a public state- 
ment of oui side- of the situation. At a 
meeting held 
on 
Monday morning, 


June 18, a committee was appointed to 
wait on the coal operators and inform 
them that we arc ready and willing to 
goto work at tne old rates and con- 
ditions. 
Mr. Armstrong informed the 


committee, "That the men would have 
to apply individually for work." He 
also refused to name the scale of wages 
that would be paid in the future. The 
committee made their report to our 
meeting, and wo decided to stay out 
until some agreement can be made be- 
tween the company and our committee. 


We intcrpi eted this answer to mean 


the demoralization of our organization, 
and after the sacrifices we have made 
we cannot now afford to sacrifice any ol 
our brethren for the action they have 
taken in this suspension. The scale 
adopted at Spnngrield June 1C and 1' 
for JJifctricts 3, 4 and 3, advanced the 
price of mining in those districts from 
ten to twenty cents a ton. This being 
true we claim that this loaves the Doca 
tur operators in a much better condi 
tion to pay the old scale, as their price 
of mining has not been advanced, but 
icmainod the same as since 1891, namely 
fifty-four cents per ton. 


Believing in the justice of our cause,] 


we are ready to leave any and all differ- 
ences that may exist, to be settled by 
arbitration; the company to select one 
man, we to select one man, then these 
two to select the third man, who shall 
be a disinterested person. The decision 
of this aibitration board to be abiding 
for both the operators and ourselves. 


If the above will be agreed to we will 


resume work at once pending the deci- 
sion of the arbitration board. 


THE DECATUR MINERS. 


This puts the local trouble in a new 


light. Superintendent Armstrong will 
not recede from his position. It is the 
same 
one taken by the company 


some years ago, when after the miners 
quit work, the re-employment of strike 
leaders and union men was refused. 
The company takes the position that it 
desires to control its own property and 
have something to say as to whose names 
shall go on the pay roll. The miners 
contend that the company must [employ 
all of the old men, particularly those 
who have joined the local council of the 
United Mine Workers of America, the 
obligations being taken at the time or a 
few 
days 
before the strike began, 


May 
10. There 
is 
no 
immediate 


prospect of the company and the union 
men coming to terms. There are said to 
be 200 union miners in Decatur, 200 non- 
union and a largo number of new men 
who are willing to work in the mines if 
they can get protection. 


The union men are now fighting for 


their jobs which they surrendered May 
10, voluntarily or through the advice of 
the state organizer who was hero to or- 
ganize the union. No doubt all will be 
given work if 
they will cut loose 


from 
the 
union, 
the 
fealty 
to 


which has cost them so dearly and has 
brought them nothing but idleness and 
trouble. Mr. Armstrong wants to con- 
tinue to superintend the coal company 
interests, and he has eaid that he will 
give employment to hose who apply to 
him individually for places. Of course 
he will want to have something to say 
as to who shall go into the 'minesand who 
shall not. And it is understood that he 
will stand by this position, and if op- 
posed, will call for protection for prop- 
erty and men when the company gets 
ready to put men at work. 


The Hibernians at Mt.- Olive. 


MT. OLIVE. June 18.—The mining sit- 


uation here is now assuming a threat- 
ening aspect. Four hundred members 
of the Seventh regim'ent arrived this af- 
;ernoon, and aro now encamped and 
awaiting orders. They are here to assist 
the United States marshal in arresting 
;he miners who, for the past week, have 
been conducting things with a high 
hand. The grand jury last week found 
indictments, and warrants were issued 
[or the arrest of 110 miners so charged. 
Last Saturday night United States Mar- 
shal Brinton and seven assistants made 
an effort to arrest the guilty ones, but 
were surrounded by angry minors and 
were forjed to release their prisoners. 
Owing to the presence of the militia, 
however, this evening, the guilty ones 
are being arrested as fast as found. At 
9 o'clock to-night twenty-five strikers 
have been arrested. Superintcnent He- 
berstreit of the Stauntoti mines, says 
that mines No. 6 and 7 will start Tues- 
day or Wedrlisday, and that if there is 
trouble the militia 
for piotcction.

A Heavy Rainfall Credited With Saving 


the Colony at Hong Kong From 


a Continuance of the Ter- 


rible Visitation. 


SAN 
FRANCISCO, June 
17 —The 


•teamer Belgic, which arrived from 
Hong Kong and Yokohama yesterday, 
orings news that the fever plague at 
Hong Kong has subsided considerably, 
and there seems good reason to believe 
that the 
disease 
will 
likely be 


stamped 
out 
soon 
During 
the 


•week 
ended 
May 
34 it is esti- 


mated there were about 500 
new 


cases 
and 
about 
400 deaths, 
a 


mortality which shows very clearly the 
terribly fatal character of the disease. 
So far as know n no European resident 
has yet been attacked, but every pre- 
caution is considered absolutely neces- 
sary to check the spread of the plague 
into the European quarter of the city. 
It is confidently hoped that the heavy 
rainfall which has taken place has 
saved the colony from what might have 
"been a terrible visitation. 


In order to remove the objections of 


the natives to inspection and dismfec- 
tion the government has consented to 
allow all parties suffering from the 
plague to be treated by doctors of the 
Lung Wah hospital. 
Arrangements 


have been made lor the erection of a 
temporary hospital at Kennedvtown, 
and henceforth all patients will be 
treated there by Chinese doctors in- 
stead of being- taken to the plague 
•hip. 


The plague caused an enormous ex- 


odus from Hong Kong, and notices 
were posted on the frontier prohibiting 
Chinese suffering from the plague from 
entering the mainland 
Pour persons 


•who went to Sarashuipo were refused 
admittance to any house, and sought 
refuge in a lime kiln 
The next morn- 


ing they were found dead 


On the 2tt£h upwards of 1,000 natives 


left by steamers and junks, and the 
following day a like number shook the 
dust of Hong Kong off their feet 
All 


passenger boats were crowded, princi- 
pally by the lower classes. 


One unsatisfactory feature of the sit- 


uation was the spread of the disease 
throughout the city cases ci opping up 
in the most unexpected places 
On the 


21st sanitary offaeers entered a house 
supposed to be empty and made the 
horrible discovery of five corpses on 
the premises and four very serioup 
cases, all exhibiting pronounced symp 
toms of the plague 
At Canton the 


plague is reported as diminishing.

ON THE COLOR LINE. 


An Interesting Debate in the 


American Railway Union. 


RADICAL AND EXTREME SENTIMENTS 


Expressed by Delegate a on Both Sides 


of the Question—President Debs' 


Tribute to the Intelligence of 


the Colored Man. 


CHICAGO, June 19.—After a debate 


that occupied nearly nine hours, and 
was participated in by over 100 dele- 
gates, the American Railway union ad- 
journed last evening without reaching 
any decision upon the proposition to 
establsh a color line in the organiza- 
tion. The question was precipitated 
by a report Of the committee on revi- 
sion of the constitution, and which sub- 
mitted a new clause providing that 
membership should include all railroad 
employes * born of white parents " 


This r.nsed a howl, and for the rest 


of the day the delegates did nothing 
Ise than thrash over all the civil 
rights arguments pro and con that have 
been heard in court and from pulpit 
and platform for the last thirty years. 
At times the debate waxed exceed- 
ingly warm. 


President Debs led the opposition, 


which favored the striking out of the 
words "born of white parents." This 
would enable each local union to de- 
cide the question of the admission of 
colored members for itself, and would 
also leave the officers free to organize 
auxiliary lodges compose exclusively 
of colored railroad men. 


The southern delegates, aided by 


some from the far west, fought hard 
for the establishment of a race line. 


President Debs said he was not 


ashamed to say that many colored peo- 
ple were his intellectual superiors, to 
which a southern delegate retorted 
that if he were to express the same 
sentiments down south he might be 
hanged. 


Delegate Maypole, of La Junta, Col.» 


with A. P. Merriman and F R. Heaton, 
of Memphis, bitterly opposed negro 
recognition 
Another southern dele- 


gate warned his colleagues that if they 
admitted negroes they would have no 
union south of the Mason and Dixon 
line. 


A Milwaukee delegate proclaimed 


that if 
the obnoxious words were 


stricken out he would organize a lodge 
of 150 negroes in that city within two 
weeks 


Delegates Riker, of Montana, and 


Adams, of Seattle, Wash., favored the 
separate lodges of colored men. 


Just before the arrival of the regu- 


lar hour for adjournment the previous 
question was ordered 
On a show of 


hands those who voted for and against 
the proposition to strike out the words 
''born of white parents," seemed about 
equal 
A scene of upioar and turmoil 


ensued 
Each side tried its best to 


shout the other doun 
A ballot was 


demanded, but the chairman was un- 
able to make himself heard above the 
din, and finally an adjournment until 
to-morrow morning was carried by an 
overwhelming majority.

and Tebeau, after several months of 
hard work on last Saturday night and 
Sunday morning discovered what they 
claim to he the local plant of the origi- 
nal Little Louisiana Lottery Co. of St. 
Louis. The officers raided the prem- 
ises 323 Chestnut street, and there cap- 
tured a man who gave the name of J. 
D. McGinnis 
Another arrest was 


made subsequently at the Southern 
hotel. The prisoner gave the name 
J. W. Black, and he is said to 
be traveling agent and organizer of the 
Original Little Louisiana Lottery Co. 
In his possession were found a number 
tickets which are said to have been 
sold previous to a recent drawing and 
which are also said to have been win- 
ning tickets. The number of these 
tickets and the amount* of money each 
of them is said to have won, the offi- 
cers are now figuring on. 
Yesterday morning and all day Monday 
the officers were kept busy carting lot- 
tery literature from the establishment, 
ment, 333 Chestnut street. The Cen- 
tral District police station is filled with 
this property 
It is claimed that the 


'drawings" and the prize circulars, in 
advance of each drawing, were printed 
by McGinnis and then shipped to dif- 
ferent parts of the country by express 
Several canvas express bags and paper 
packages containing bundles of this 
literature were found ready for ship- 
ment, and addressed to people through- 
out the west and northwest princi- 
pally. 


The Little Original Louisiana Lot- 


tery Co is known as Otten's company, 
but in reality it is said that J. T. Brady, 
of Kansas City, is its backer and mana- 
ger, and he is said to be using the 
name Otten unauthoritatively. 


The officers who made the arre9t state 


that this company, while generally be- 
lieved by its patrons to be reliable 
and square, is a delusion and a snare. 
In support of this statement they 
point to one of the conditions of 
the 
drawings, 
printed 
on 
the 


back of the tickets, which is rarely 
read by purchasers, and when read not 
generally understood. The condition 
referred to reads that the company re- 
serves the right to issue bonds payable 
one year after date. The officers state

raoge a building ever so well and fail in 
its general convenience through a disregard 
of the little things which have to do with 
the completeneas of that building. Far in- 
stance, in the matter of bookcases, in de- 
scribing house plans, we speak at station- 
ary bookshelves. 
, Here is a detail drawing which shows 
how a bookshelf may be constructed at a 
relatively email cost—say 81.25 per foot for 
shelves r,% feet high. The lower part of the 
*J3elves indicate doors, which arc hinged at 
the bottom, and which open down to the 
floor. This Rives a very «ood place for stor- 
ing unbound magazines, paper backed 
books, prints, newspapers and other mate- 
rial of like character which does not make 
a satifctactory appearance on the shelves. 
The section of tho shelves shows a ratchet 
strip on which the shelves themselves may 
rest—that is, the shelves may be adjusted 
to any height. 


The plan shows a piece of pinked leather 


neiled to the front section of the shelf. 
This in a measure prevents the dust from 
getting back over the tops of the books. 
One interesting feature about shelves con- 
structed in this way is that the books are 
always accessible. There is no glass or 
lock and key between the books and the 
user. There are really very few books 
which need to be protected in. this way. 
Bookshelves of this character can be fitted 
into any room. Four nnd a half feet is as 
long as shelves should be mode without 
support. In height they may be continued
